£3,041,735 LOST LAST YEAR 


As the result of io investigations made 
iy the Commonwealth Statistician (Mr. 
nibdbs), ft has been ascertained that 
there were 444 industrial disputes in 
Australia daring 1917, — Altogather 


1941 establishments, were affected, and } 


173,970 employees were involved. The 
nnmber of working days lost totalled 
4,659,316, and the loss in wages is 
estimated ” at £2,641,735. Although 
thera were 508 disputes during. the 
previous year, thay were not so protrac- 
ted, and the Jose 
at £967,60-4.% 
After’ carefal consideration of the 
data. it has been asc..tained ‘that 79 
disputes throughout the various States 
were directly associated with, the action 
of the employees at the. srailway 
workshops, OF these disputes 52 
occurred in New South} Wales, 18 in 
Victoria, three in South Australis, 
and two in eash of the remaining 
The: total nomber of work.
